PUSHING OVERSEAS TRADE. 
The United States never has held 


the commanding position in the mat- 
ter of its commercial relations with 
the other nations in the 
world 
to 


which it is rightly entitled by reason 
of its wonderful resources and the en- 
terprise of its citizens. Of the coun- 
try's total foreign trade of approxi- 
mately four and a half billions of dol- 
lars, two and a half billions represent 
exports. As large as this figure is it 
should be many hundreds of millions 
larger. Compared with, the figures of 
ten years ago the growth in this re- 
S|.-ect has by no means been as rapid 
as warranted, but now that a real, 
.'serious, concerted effort is to be made 
•'to push our overseas trade it is proba- 
ble that the next few years will have 
a different story to tell. 


Judging by the calibre of the men 


appointed to the foreign trade coun- 
cil, an outgrowth of the national for- 
eign trade convention held in Wash- 
ington recently, the movement to ex- 
pand our prosperity by expanding our 
international commerce could not be 
in better hands. Practically every 
field of industry, commerce, transpor- 
tation, and finance is represented, and 
by men whose enterprise and 
ag- 


gressiveness have won them leading 
positions in their special lines of en- 
deavor. 
17nder such generalship the 


movement cannot fail to be productive 
of both early and important results. 
Some of the chief ends in view of the 
council are the creation of a merchant 
marine, the establishment of Ameri- 
can banks abroad, and more 
syste- 


matic governmental co-operation" in 
foreign commerce. 


The time for starting such a cam- 


paign as the council has undertaken is 
particularly opportune. Opening of 
the Panama canal to commerce natur- 
ally of itself will give an impetus to 
our foreign trade which will be great- 
ly furthered by the concerted effort of 
the 
business interests. 
The impor- 


tance of our foreign trade as affect- 
ing American industrial enterprise 
and labor at home cannot be under- 
estimated, as James A. Farrell presi- 
dent of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration and chairman of the council, 
says. In fact, the whole country ben- 
efits from stable maintenance of the 
nation's credit in international com- 
merce.

decessor in the white house. William 
Howard Taft was a federal judse be- 
fore he was enlisted in the field of 
politics. It has been his ambition to 
serve on the supreme bench, and he 
said as much while deprecating the 
mention of his name as a presidential 
possibility, when he was secretary of 
war. 
President Wilson is a democrat 


and ex-President Taft is a republican; 
but when Taft was president he ap- 
pointed three democrats to the su- 
lireme bench.

Will Aid in the Settlement of Alaska.

There Is no doubt but that this gov- 


ernment-managed standard gauge rail- 
road, opening up a hitherto Isolated 
;reglon, will do what no other 'Influ- 
.ence could accomplish for'the speedy 
Settlement of a^rich and promising 
domain. Indeed to bring about the 
«ettlement of the public lands aa well 
as to develop the agricultural, min- 
eral and other resources,-of Alaska 
is the specific object of the scheme. 
And when the reader Is told that more 
than one-half of all the unsold public 
jdomain in the United States is located 
'in Alaska he will begin to appreciate 
that Uncle Sam is justified Jh assum- 
ing the role of railroad builder as well 
as promoter in order to 'find ambitious 
occupants for this vast territory^ 


O: course the plan whereby the gov- 
ernment fosters railroad building aa a 
mean* of opening up "new country" Is 
not an Innovation that was originated 
solely to meet the conditions In Alaska. 
Much of our- own west was opened to 
settlement in somewhat the same way. 
Indeed.lt was as long ago as 1860 that 
Stephen A. Douglas, U. S. Senator from 
Illinois, and '/father of the system of 
railroad land grants," Introduced In 
thp Senate the first measure which 
aimed to have Uncle Sam .lend a hand 
In the building of railroads. Ultimate- 
ly there were constructed under this 
system, in our Southern and Western 
States, a'total of upward of 17,000 
miles of railroad so that it can be ap- 
preciated; th'at'wlat. Is about to hap- 
pen 111 'Alaska, is merely.* case of 
history repeating Itself, 


Una^u&stlpnabjjirjthere Is as much In- 


centive to urge Uncle Sam to open 
Alaska to the Americana of today aa 
there waa to render the West acces- 
sible to' those of a generation ago. 
Speaking on this subject recently Sec- 
retary of the Interior Lore, who la an 
authority on the monster peninsula of 
the north, said: 
"To many of our 


people. Alaska Is little more than a 
land of natural wonders, here and 
there dotted with mining camps and 
fishing villages. We should think of 
Alaska aa a land not only of mtnea 
and fisheries, but of towns, farms, mills 
and factories, supporting millions of 
people of the hardiest and most whole-' 
some of the race. There la little of 
hazard as to Alaska's future U the 
government of the United States owns 
the railroads which wUl make It* fer- 
tile Interior -vajleys accessible from 
the coast and bring its coal, iron, cop- 
per and other'mineral resource! with- 
in reach of the world." 
. ^However, the building of a railroad 


In Alaaka from the southern coast In- 
to the Interior where the great' agri- 
cultural regions are located Is an 1m. 
mens* undertaking. It is going to be 
the work of the pioneer with a great 
many additional difficulties on account 
of the extreme cold and the difficulty 
In establishing a beginning or getting 
a foothold for settlers. Once* the'rail- 
road Is In, however, subsequent de- 
velopment should1 come rapidly and 
easily, because of the rich possibilities 
In this favored ^territory. A great ad- 
vantage to be considered la that this 
new road or road's will connect the 
southern coast of Alaska with 609 
miles of navigable rivers In the In- 
terior and connections will be made 
with 8teamboats> that will open up this 
whole rlver:country. 


In considering ! the significance of 
the new railroad It Is well to bear In 
mind thai Alaska is equal to one-fifth 
the whole area of the United States. 


Jlea .north. 


of the Arctic Circle and (hi* portion 
alone presents the bleak and frozen 
aspect popularly associated with the 
whole of Alaska. South of the. ranee 
of mountains which marks the 'Arctic 
barrier there .la a territory equal In 
area to all the States east of the Mis- 
sissippi and north of the Ohio' river, 
which; la capable of high development. 
But the Yukon river, which drains 
Alaska's great fertile basin, enters the 
Behrlng sea at a latitude which pro- 
hibits the use of the stream aa a con- 
nection with ocean-borne commerce 
excepting during the three summer 
months. Hence the need of the new 
railroad. There are good harbors in 
Alaska that are open throughout the 
year and some of which are only about 
1,000 miles distant from the ports on' 
Puget Sound but a number of these 
harbors are, under present conditions, 
connected with the Interior only by 
means of trails or wagon roads. 


To sum up the case, transportation 
has been difficult and expensive be- 
cause Alaska has today less than BOO 
miles of railway In nine disconnected 
systems, less than 1,000 miles of wagon 
road,; 600 miles of whiter sled roads, 
and less than 2,000 miles of trails, 
with 6,000 miles of Important navi- 
gable waterways which are closed by 
ice for about three-quarters of the 
year.: And this in a-country compara- 
ble in size, resources and climate to 
Norway and Sweden. No wonder the 
government ex'perts who have investi- 
gated the subject have come to the 
conclusion that the two great Inland 
valleys of Alaska can never enjoy their 
full 
development 
until they 
are 


brought 
into communication with 


ocean ports,..Ice..free the. year, round. 


According to the latest estimates 


Alaaka has a permanent population 
not greatly- in excess ot 71,000 people 
of which number something- over one- 
half are whites. Perhaps one-bait of 
the total population is located In Cen- 
tral Alaska; the region which will be 
benefited ao markedly by the new rail- 
road which la to be constructed at 
government expense. This sparse pop- 
ulation in the region to be tapped by 
the new road Is. due to the fact thai 
up to the present time the. Industrial 
conditions have been such aa to at- 
tract only the placer miner and even 
placer mining has been limited entirely 
to the exploitation of bonanaaa. 
In 


the absence of means of communica- 
tion only the arable landa that lie 
close to the settlements have been 
taken up so that the farming popula- 
tion is very amall, despite the rich 
opportunities.

Route of the Proposed Railroad. 
The route to be selected for the new 


railway becomes now, with the formal 
sanction of the project, a subject of 
great Interest. First and foremost la 
the question of Just where the new 
line will "pierce the mountains." The 
Pacific Mountain system which fringes 
'the coast line of British Columbia 
and stretches northward into Alaska 
presents a formidable barrier to In- 
land travel. The great interior' val- 
leys lie north of these mountains, 
and all the ice-free ports lie south of 
them. 
Therefore it is through the 


passes In these mountains that a rail- 
way route must be sought. One pass 
is already traversed by the White Pass 
and Yukon Railway.

away as table waste. The third form 
is that which may bccnr' in the 
preparation of food materials for con- 
sumption. In removing ihe inedible 
portion, as skin or.seeds from fruit 
or vegetables, m'qre'or less'of the 
edible portion is removed also. The 
greatest los* however, is In the waste 
of animal foods in which the nutri' 
ents are in their costliest forma': The 
trimmings of meat, which ire left, with 
the butcher or removed in the kitch- 
en, frequently con'taln one-eighth of 
the material paid.fbr. .Mu'ich "valuable 
fat miy also.be thrown'a*a'y-' l*art 
of such waste is inevitable, but much 
of the valuable 'nutrients might be 
saved if the materials were used for' 
making soup, which could easily b« 
saved and used. The most economical 
cuts of meat are those in which there 
is less waste of this kind; in'such 
cuts of meat as loin of beef, rib chops 
of lamb, one-fifth the coat goes to pay 
for bone.
